Several of our club members have had their dream come true by going to 
the fabulous islands of Hawaii. The latest of these were Charlie Scott 
K8BYC and his wife Betty. Charlie wants to share the trip with us, at 
least some of the highlights, ‘so he gave me a few notes. 


First their daughter surprised them by handing then an éivetope with 2 
airplane tickets to the islands, telling. Mom and Dad to go and enjoy 
themselves. George KH6O0O made hotel reservations for them and the date 
was set. George KH6OO talks almost daily with the members of the Paja- 
ma Net, and has visited our area. So Charlie and Betty started their 2 
week adventure, by leaving Cleveland Airport on November, (8th for. the 
ten hour ‘iene to Hawaii, with stops in Chicago and LA. 


Of course for a ham besides the beautiful sights (including the biki- 
nies) of the paradise of the Pacific, meeting and talking to the area 
hams is very important. With his trusty hand held along, one of the 
first contacts was with Bob Jones KH60, formerly from Canton. Because 
of the mountains in the middle of the island, they have two repeaters 
linked together. As Charlie was talking with Bob, suddenly he lost con- ~ 
tact with Bob. Another voice was heard informing Charlie that the link 
was down for some reason. When the voice identified, it was the well 
known DX leader Katashi Nose KH6IJ., Katashi worked the DX before you 
had to take a number or buy a DX contact. That was when skill, patience 
know-how and luck were the hallmarks of a Dier. He started out: with a 
simple station with his transmitter a 201A with 45 volt baifery. Then 
he graduated to high power with a pair of 45's with 10 watts. It was: 
common to use tin foil and wax paper from bread wrappers, for capaci- 
tors and he had. to make his own tuning and neutralizing capacitors from 
old refrigerator trays with a hacksaw and file. Those were the good Dx 
days in the early 30's. Katashi wrote that this was the happiest time 
of his DX life. DX was worked by patience, luck and good fellowship. 
There was no pressure, stations were there for the digging. There was 
none of the pettiness and snarling, characteristic of the bands today. 
If someone stole your Dix from under you, you admired his skill. Today — 
is the day of the Manufactured Contact and Master of Ceremonies for DX. 
Today, he still prefers CW working recently such places as St. Peter ¢ & ~ 
St. Paul Rocks PY@SJ and PY@ZSC. 


Katashi's wife called and invited Charlie and Betty to a ham Luchpon 
at one of the local eateries. There were ar om, the locals that Charlie 
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met that day. 


They also went out to dinner with Bob Jones KH60. Bob is able to speak 
several languages so when they arrived athis favorite Chinese Restaur- 
ant, he did the ordering and Charlie says it was very good. Bob left 
Canton to join the Navy and after making the Navy a career, he retired 
and became an Electronics Instructor at Honolulu Community College. In 
September, Bob's call was started out on the new beacon system KH60/B. 
Every two minutes after the hour and every ten minutes there after, it 
transmits for n&ne seconds with 100 watts, then nine seconds at10 watt 
nine seconds at 1 watt and finally nine seconds at .1 watt. At the pre- 
sent time, this is shared with K60PO at Stanford University, and 4U1UN 
United Nations in New York. Other beacons eventually will join then, 
resulting in a network covering the world. Others to join will be JA2- 
IGY in Japan, 4X6TU in Israel, OH2B in Findland, CT3B in Maderra Island 
and ZS6TN in South Africa. The Northern California DX Foundation spon- 
sored the project. The frequency is 14.100. Each station will key nine 
seconds of dashes at each power level, then ID at 100 watt level, and 
every minute a different station keys up. Every ‘10 minutes the same 
station will transmit inturn. If you hear any of these beacons, Albert 
Lotze W6RQ would like a report. 


As the hurricane approached Hawaii, Charlie and Betty's dream trip came 
to a close, as they boarded the plane for the return trip, where Dick 
KA8BZK was waiting to return them to Canton.
